huntin • last year. I met Mrs. .J. C. Higgins of Komoka, Ont., 
who told me that she had Lipdns lilifolia growing in her 
woodlot. 1 was skeptical of hei* identification, since this 

had not been reported previously in Ontario, and 
since the province is not included in the range given for the 
species in Gray’s Manual. 1 was invited to visit the site this 
year, and on June 18th, accomi3anied Ity sevei’al friends, 1 
went to Komoka and was delightetl to see Liparis lilifolia 
(L.) Richard foi* the first time. It was growing in a pre¬ 
dominantly beech-maple woods on the southwest facing 
slope cf the O.xbow Creek, rmong hei’baceous species usually 
found in this type of woods. Mrs. Higgins told us that this 
year she hacl counted 8.') plants and she first noticed the 
orchid in this \ icinity al)out 10 to 15 yeai’s ago. Photographs 
were taken, and Pi'of. Montgomery took one specimen for 
the herbai-ium of the Ontario Agi'icultural College, Guelph. 
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On July loth, on my rotui'ii trip fi’om obsorving orcliids 
in the vicinity of Moosonee, James Bay, 1 visited Timmins, 
Out., and was shown Orchis })ur})urcUa T. & T. A. Stei)hen- 
son by Mr. Fred Cowell, local natui’alist and nature photog"- 
rapher. About 20 plants were found ^I’owing' along’ the mai’- 
g’in of Gillies Lake in the town of Timmins. Pi’of. Montgom- 
erv and 1 revisited the stand on Julv 10th and obsei’ved that 
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the lake shore at this point had been filled in with rock, sand 
and gravel to make room ior a I’oadway. The local I’esidents 
occasionally discarded waste along this I’oadway, and tlr 
remains of packing material was still evident among the 
grass and weeds which made uj) most of the plant covei’. 
It was probably the source of this orchid, native to Kui’ope 
and Asia.

1, 19h0, si)ecimens of P(tru}>h()lis inclin'd (L.) C. E. Hubb. 
were collected (R. J. Lemaire (>50) on Freemason Island, St. 
Bei’iiard Paidsh, Louisiana. The various manuals rei)ort 
this grass, introduced from Europe, as occui’i’ing in the 
United States along the Atlantic coast from New Jersey and 


Pennsylvania to Virginia, on the Pacific coast in California 
and Oregon (Portland), and in Michigan. 

Since it api>eared that a significant I’ange extension for 
the species may be I’epresented by this collection, a seai’ch 
was made of the limited amount of pertinent literature 
available to me, concerned with the states bordering the Gulf 
of Mexico. No i)ublished recoi’d of the species for Louisana 
or the gulf coast was found. 

Subsequent cori’espondence with Dr. Jason R. Swallen of 
the U. S. National Herl)ai’ium established that two collec¬ 
tions had previously been made on the gulf coast, l)oth in 
Refugio County, Texas. Swallen collected this grass between 
Aransas Pass and Rockport (1()27(>), and Wdiitehouse col¬ 
lected it at Bayside (21209).
